Sinclair, 
the visiting profc.^^or of philosophy .from 
Scotland, made a ren:iark that I think is well 
fbr all université,' students to consider. Ht said 
-that a university could function quite well 
..without any Itudents at Ml! 

He was seeking to "differentiate between a 
university and a high school. .\ university, in 
prèvious times, was a group ; of professors 
engaged in pursuing their particular academic 
endeavor. It was a privilege to be accepted 
àS a student. The professors benefited bjr^Cgga 
ducting lectures,, which served as a secohdaryi 
source of their own cdifirntipn, and the fees 
g^aid by the .student.* provided necessary fin- 
assi.stnnco. The professors' lect'^tres 
j,||e:!itiainly designed to assist the stiident in 
'((Ikls^pursuit of^knowledge, pot to teach; the 
•<;fistudent the particular subject. The moderrt 
i|î 'technical schools may .be considered an ex- 
ception). It was correctly assumed that any 
student who went to tlifc trouble of going to 
a univor.'ity wn» .«iifficirntiy intcrc-itcd to do 
the ncrr.'^niy riemrntaiy ronriinR. etc., on his
